Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment if submitted officially, 
seemingly overcomes the current 112 1st rejection and claim objection. Applicant has not provided where in the specification is supported 
the proposed amendment of reversion of geometry upon removal offeree, this may be a potential new matter issue if applicant can not 
provide support for this limitation. The examiner disagrees with applicants argument that a melting temperature can not be considered a 
transitional temperature. Clearly a material changes form or transitions when it melts at a certain temperature, thus it is the examiners 
position that this is a "transition temperature". Whether or not the currently applied prior art discloses reverting back to a first geometry 
upon removal offeree has not yet been considered as such is a new issue. Applicant has requested an interview in the response which will 
be granted.
